The head-on crash caused injuries 
of serious nature to Harriet Stycha- 
la, who suffered a broken arm, a 
posible fracture of the leg and num- 
erous cuts. Olive Svymbaseskl re- 
ceived a neck injury and a severe 
gash on the check and head injuries. 
Leonard and Palmer Wagner were 
cut and bruised severely. ,Two other 
occupants of the cars were slightly 
injured. The accident took place just 
south of the Wisconsin-Illinois state 
line. 

The squad was called to Channel 
Lake pavilion to administer first aid 
to a young woman who had fallen 
from a boat into the, water. She fulfy 
recovered after a half hour's use of 
restorative methods and disappeared 
before ncr name or address could 
be learned. Persons in the area knew 
her only as June and said she lived 
in Chicago. 

A family fight in which the woman 
was knocked down and her back 
badly injured was another call. Dr. 
D. N. Dccrtng had her taken to a 
Waukegan hospital. He as well as 
the Rescue squad members suffered 
no little abuse from the companion 
of the woman, it was said. The af- 
fair took place on Blarney island at 
Grass lake and the squad and the 
doctor called there by telephone, 
had to obtain motorboats to reach 
the place.

Village Seeks Bids for 
Construction of New 
Fire Station Building 

Estimates to be Opened on 

August 22; Building 

Estimate $19,000 

The village board set Friday, Aug. 
22 as the date on which bids will be 
opened and the contract awarded for 
the construction of the new fire sta- 
tion on Orchard st. 

Blueprints and specifications were 
placed before the board members 
Tuesday evening by the consulting 
engineer, Leonard L. Latz of Wau- 
kegan, and were accepted. 

Latz estimated the cost of the new 
building at approximately 819,000. 
It will be a one-story tile and brick 
structure with a large basement that 
enn be used as recreation room, 
meeting room, or storage. The main 
lloor will be large enough to house 
three or more -largo tracks and the 
cverhcad doors will permit three 
trucks to leave the building at one 
time. 

The walls will have an 8-inch 
thickness, hut-will be re-enforced at 
Ihe point of whore the beams rest. 
It will be well lighted and can be 
easily heated from a central system 
that eventually can be used for the 
adjoinjng city building whenever it 
is built. 

Although the station will be on 
the west part of the lot now known 
as the city park, and will open onto 
both Orchard and the proposed north 
and south street, it will parallel main 
st.j or Fox River rd.

The recipts to Aug. 1 were $1,409.- 
88, the report of 'Sirs. Elmer Hunter, 
treasurer, showed. From this amount, 
$448 must be taken out first for in- 
stallation nnd-sn.10 freight charges. 
The village is next allowed 25 cents 
a meter or $25 for the 100 meters 
as a service charge. The balance is 
split 75-25 with the Duncan Meier 
Corp., the meter company taking 
three-fourths as payment in the sale 
of the meters to the village. 

When, the meters are all paid for 
the village will get all of the income. 
Many Fines Also 

The report of Mrs. Hunter showed 
that fines to elate amounted to 5130c 
50, and Police Magistrate Elmer 
Brook said that income' since Aug. 
1 would run the amount to S174 

Brook is to be paid 40 Jler cent 
commission for collecting the fines, 
an'- amount ho considered a ■ little 
small in view the abuse that goes 
with the job from those who get 
tickets,. 

Evidence that not nearly all of 
the parking tickets arc settled for is 
found in the fact that only about 350 
of the approximately 800 tickets is- 
sued have been paid. This would in- 
dicate a follow up system used by 
other cities will be necessary.

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And Some Want It Here 

The believers in the totalitarian state always 
nrguc that that form or government does the most to 
advance the interests of the "common man." They prate 
o£ production for use instead of production for profit, 
and point to the achievements of dictatorship in ad- 
vancing the standard of living of the worker. 

In the light of that, some figures concerning the 
Russian economy are of interest. In less than a year, 
the price tof black bread, the staple item in the diet 
of the average Russian, has increased 40 per cent. Milk 
has gone up 220 per cent, sugar 19C per cent, butter 136 
per cent and beef 114 per cent. The cost of clothing 
and all manufactured goods have also' advanced tre- 
mendously, and are usually unobtainable at any price. 
But, in the same period, the wages of Russian workers 
have gone up only 25 per cent. 

The "fortunate" Russians are not burdened with 
a free, competitive economy such as that in the United 
States. They don't have to suffer along with such typi- 
cally capitalistic monstrosities as great factories pro- 
ducing a growing flood of consumer goods — nor do they 
have chain stores and independent stores all competing 
with each ther for consumer favor. In Russia every- 
thing is owned and controlled by the state, and the 
factories produce and the stores sell only what the 
masterminds at the top think fit and proper. The re- 



ten-year program for controlling floods and developing 
the water sources of the Mississippi River basin. This 
is a sound, non-commercial function of government. 
But it is a safe bet that the advocates of socialized 
electric power in United States will use flood con- 
trol as the vehicle to build power dams and proceed 
with such exempt properties to force present private 
electric companies Into government ownership in the 
territory affected, thus esablishing a government mono- 
poly of electric power in another vast area of the United 
StSates. 

President Truman makes no reference to exist- 
ing electric companies in the flood control message, 
no invitation* is given to private industry to work with 
the government in the development and distribution of 
electric power at the various dams. If nl rowed to do 
so, private enterprise, publicly regulated, would un- 
doubtedly bo glad to join with the government in fi- 
nancing electric development, thus saving the hard- 
pressed taxpayers enormous sums. Investor-owned elec- 
tric companies would thus be creating vast new taxable 
assets to help support government, in contrast with 
government-owned tax exempt power plants which 
gradually put taxpaying private plants out of business. 

This is something to think about unless the 
country is ready to go whole hog towards socialization 
of industry. Are we going to follow the European road to 
the ultimate destruction of private enterprise and indi- 
vidual opportunity?
